The scattered Christians went 
everywhere preaching Jesus. This 
was their message of joy and victory. 
The power of Jesus was evident in 
their glorious lives.

Nothing could make them afraid! 
Nothing could make them forget! 

When Christ is lifted up he draws 
all men unto himself. Whenever the 
doctrines of men replace the per- 
sonality of Christ at the center of 
Christian preaching, the church 
fails in her primary obligation.

Dr. Kwame Nkrumah, Prime 
Minister of the new State of Ghana, 
told a news conference at Accra he 
will continue to welcome Christian 
missionaries into the country. 

“We owe a lot to missionaries,” 
he said, adding that his people have 
become Western in their outlook 
and have no intention of joining the 
Afro-Asian bloc of Communist 
countries.

NEW MEMBERS IN THE 
SUPREME COURT 

Two new members have recently 
been appointed as Associate Justices 
of the Supreme Court—William J. 
‘Brennan, Jr., a Democrat of New 
Jersey and Charles Evans Whit- 
taker, Republican of Missouri. As 
it now stands, there will be four 
Republicans in the Court and four 
Democrats, though the four latter 
are said to prefer to have their 
status defined as “independent.” 

Mr. Brennan is a member of the 
Roman Catholic Church. Mr. Whit- 
taker is a Methodist and is said to 
be an active worker in the same. 

The appointment of Mr. Brennan 
has been attacked by Senator 
Joseph McCarthy on the grounds 
that Mr. Brennan has shown too 
lenient an attitude toward Commun- 
ism. Mr. Brennan is quoted as hav- 
ing replied by declaring his loyalty 
to his government. and as having 
stated there was nothing that his 
religious faith required of him that 
he placed above such loyalty.
